A BOWLISG ALLEY POR INMATES

Is Une of the Innmovations Intended to
Amnse and Benefit,

GREAT CARE EXERCISED IN FEEDING

A magnificent nnnex to the Dixmont
Hospital bas just been completed at & cost
of $30,000. Ita general dimensions are
63x125 feet. The new building stands on
the east side of the main structure atan
elevation of 200 feet. The style of archi-
tecture is Rennaisance, The outside dress-
ing ia of red brick, the foundation and base-
ment is of cut limeswone, whieh has been
quarried from the hospital property. The
new annex has been in process of erection
since September, 1888 There has been con-
siderable delay in building, owing to the
cold weather intervening, otherwise the hos-
pital would have been cospleted three
monilhs sgo.

There are three warde, two of which are
designed for 50 patients each snd one for 30,
The main eotrance on the west side leads
jnto & fine ward 51340 feet, flanked by an
setagonal alcove at each end on one side of
the ward, and on the opposite side a central
pavilion 10x28 feet. Above this ward is
one of similar proportions, with adjoining
rooms for attendants and bath rooms for the
patients. Opening off both wards in each
story are larze commodious balconies, which
are inelosed in wire netting,so that it makes
it impossible for the patient to get oulor
fall over.

The upper ward is & long, narrow room,
with & wide aloove, and is designed to ac-
commodate 30 patients. The windows are
guarded with ornamental iron screens, the
ceilings are made of corrugated iron, and
supported in the center of pretty iron col-
umns with bronze capitals and bases, The
d:ming room is in the basement; the floor is
laid in conerete and the ceiling is made of
corrugated iron.

A NICE ARERANGEMENT.

There are pantries leadiog off from the
dining room. The food will be received
into the pantries from the main building by
means of an iron bridge which will connect
the two buildings. On the bridge, which is
12 feet sbove the walks, a track will be
Jaid and s tramway run for carrying lood
over to the new building. One-balf of the
dining room is & bowling alley and a place
for holding emtertainments. The floorsin
the wards are made of polished hard wood.
The beds ure onk with wire mattresses, and
will be furnished with husk and bhair mat-
tresses and the asual comforts,

The lavatories are supplied with marble
wash bowls, with hot and cold water. The
towels sre locked in a patent spring mack
whigh prevents the suicidal patient irom
injuring himsell or herself or their fellow
patients. The windows of the rooms oeco-
pied by patients are supplied with iron
sashes, which take the place of outside
sereens or bars, thus doing away with the
prison like appesrance, which are used in
many other asylums. They are connected
by one jeord so that the upper sash bal-
ances the lower, and allows them to be
raised 6 inches from the bottom and lowered
6 inches from the top, producing perfect ven-
tilation, and prevents the paticat irom escap-
ing by the windows.

ROOMS HEATED WITH STEAM.

The building is heated entirely by steam.
The main wards are heated direetly, the
rooms indireotly. The boilers are situated
at the west end of the building, 100 feet
from the property.

Each ward is provided with s dining
yoom, where the nurses and patients take
their meals together., This dining room is
in charge of one nurse, who is constantly
there. Theroom i kept under lock and
key, so that patients eannot enter without a
nutse is with them. Before the patients
are allowed to come out after their meals
the knives, forks and other table furnitore
are counted., If any article is missing, no
one is released until be or she has
thoroughly ‘searched. These prechutions
sre necessary, because the hospital has a
number of suieidal paticnts in each of the
wards.

The food is prepared in ove general kitch-
en, and taken in an underground tramway
to ench ward. The nomber of patients in
the hospital at present is 683 With the
pew annex and two frame houses there is
sceommodation for 600 patients, leaving
them 83 patients more than there is room
for. There arecight people sick in bed,
which is & splendid showing for the hospital.

POSSIBLE HOMICIDE.

A Man Found on His Porch Wiih a Wound
in His Hend—Ilo is Supposed 1o Have
Fallen Down n Hatchwny.

Frank SBmith, n glassblower, is laying at
his home ina eritieal condition, suffering
with an injured bead. Mr. Bmith lives on
Garzum’s Hill. Early on Sonday morning
his wife found him on the porch of his
house, unconstious and bleeding from a
wound in the side of his head. Dr. Mo-
Kibben, of Soho, was sent fr, and dressed
the injury. There was a bad contusion but
the skull was not fractured.

Smith was unconscious uniil Monday
morning, and then only regained partial
nuse of his faculties. Last night Dr. Me-
Kibben said he wasina dancerous con-
dition, but would probably recover if con-
gestion of the brain slid not ensue.

It was thought at first that the injory was
accidental an§ that Smith bad fgliea down
the batchway of a building in thé neighbor-
hood. {esterday & report was current that
be had been hurt by some men with whom
ke had been drinking.

He Defends Governer Boaver and s
Watching His Ows Chances—BIll of
Johnstown Contracters Cat Down.
Adiatant-General D, H, Hastings was in

the city yeslerday. Among other things,

ho said: -

“The only thing that I can say is, that 1
am very sorry that reflections should be
made agaiost the Governor. I know that he
is stricgly conscientions and as straight as s
needle. He would sooner lose that other
leg than participate in snything that was
not right. Ia the first place contributions
came from all over the country, but the
terms of distribution were limited. The
majority of the instructions were to dis
tribute to the needy in want of food and to
alleviate the suffering of men, women and
children.

EXTORTION CHARGED.

A Suit Brought Against Alderman
Porter by a Colored Barber.

BOTH SIDES STATE THEIR CASE.

Some Novel Legal Points Olsimed fo be
Involved in the Suits.

A MYSTERIOUS DOZEN OF WITNESSES,
-*

The following item was received in the
course of the usnal routine report of the pro-
ceedings of the duy at the clerk’s office of
the Court of Quarter Sessions:

B. F. Stewart, yesterday, entered sult against
Alderman W. H. Porter to recover §1000, the
penalties for alleged extortion by the Alders
man. Stewart claims that on May B heandn
married colored woman were charged before
Alderman Porter by Laura Meyers with
adultery. They were arrested and taken be-
fore the Alderman, who compelled them to pay
$16 20 costs, and then discharged them. Stew-
art claima that slie costs ware 1llegal and an ex-
tortion. There were 33 items in all, and as an
act of Assembiy provides for a penalty of $30
on every item of overcharge by an Alderman,
Stewart claims that §1,900 is due from Alder-
man Porter,

B. F. SBtewart was found at the Union
depot, where he has a tonsorial voeation,
being of African extraction. He explained
that the suit entered yesterday was a civil
action supplemental to a eriminal charge of
extortion, brought azainst Aldermaa Porter
before Alderman Carlisle last June, and
upon which the Lawrenceviile Alderman
was held to court in bail of $500, Stewart
was disinelined to give any explanation &1
the matter, but fisally related the inside
history appertaining to his side of the case.
He said:

“Several months since s jealonsy arose
between two colored women in Lawrence-
ville. A colored man, whe I claim was in
the employ of the Lawrenceville Detective
Agency, heard of the row, and fomented it
to the best of his ability. He made two
visits to the house of one of the women and
finally induced her to go to Alderman Por-
ter's office in hiscompany and make an in-
formation against the other woman and my-
sell. This was done and the same officer ar-
rested me and I appeared and entered bail
for & hearing. I then went to ses Lhe prose-
cutrix, and she admitted that she had no
evidence and had simply been actuated by
jealousy and the detective.

CHARGE AGAINST PORTER.

“Shejwanted to withdraw the charges, but
bad no money. We went to Porter’s office,
and I paid the costs he taxed. Subsequently
through my attorney, W. J. Jordan, I made
criminal ebarges against 'Squire Porter, al-
leging that he had violated his fee bill. The
speeifio charges were that the §16 20 I paid

to "Squire Porter without a hearing in the
case included n pumber of subpmoas which
were not served and the presence of five
witnesses who did not testify, besides other
extortions, in all 38 items of overcharges.
